Boston tried it more than ten years 
ago. At a cost of half a million the Hub 
built a single pier which projected for 
1,200 feet into the ship channel from the 
Commonwealth flats in south Boston. Un- 
fortunately no arrangements were made to 
wecure railroad connections. and for a 


great many years the city pier was prac- 


tically unused and neglected, sticking out 
like & sore thumb into salt water. For the 
first wight years after its completion the 
total income from the Commonwealth pier 
Was About $12,000. 

But Boston has learned better now. fo- 
stead of abandoning the idea the city is 
going ahead on a program which means 
the immediate expenditure of $9,000,000. 
Six grain elevators are to be installed, a 
viaduct built to give unhampered passen- 
get service with the city, and a street ex- 


fended to provide for the delivery of 


freight. 


H old pier will still accommodate 
the biggest ships afloat and will be 


made the headquarters for the increasing 


immigrant business of the port. A new 
pler of the same size with direct railroad 
connection, will be built for the use of the

MANY OF VICTIMS WERE PROMINENT 


New Haven, Conn., Sept. 2.—[ Special. 4 
searching investigation into the causes of the 
wreck on the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad, which occurred near here 
this morning, and in which twenty-one per- 
sons were killed, has been ordered by the 
United States interstate commerce commis- 
sion. An attempt will de made to place re- 
sponsibility for this latest of a series of dis- 
asters on the New Haven lines. In addition 
to the fatalities, there were thirty-two per- 
sons injured. 

The purpose of the federal commission was 
made known in a telegram received by Gen- 
eral Manager Woodward of the New Haven 
from Commissioner McChord, in charge of 
the safety appliance division of the commis- 
sion. The telegram sent from Washington 
warned General Manager Woodward against 
destruction of the debris of the wooden 
coaches. 


Inspectors Want the Evidence, 
In one or two previous wrecks the New Ha- 
ven officials, colncidently with taking care of 
the dead and wounded, had begun the work of 
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COMMERCIALIZING SUICIDE. 
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destroying wrecked passenger equipment, so 


that when safety appliance inspectors ar- 
rived on the scene, generally within a feu 
hours after the wreck, all they found were 
splinters of the wrecked coaches.. 

H. W. Belnap, chief inspector of safety 
appliances, left Washington this afternoon, 
according to dispatches, to take charge of the 
commission's investigation of the wreck, It 
is probable Commissioner McChord will ar- 
rive on the scene tomorrow. He already has 
investigated several New Haven wrecks. 
Safety appliance inspectors are already on 
the scent. 


Tragedy Starts Elliott Regime. 

Howard Elliott, the new president of the 
New Haven road, succeeding Charles S. Mel- 
len, who entered upon his duties for the 
first time this morning, arrived in New 
Haven from Keene, N. H., on a train pass- 
ing over the same tracks as the trains in the 
wreck two hours before. J. H. Hustis, the 
new vice president of the New Haven and 
who is to be the president of the road as soon 
as Mr. Elliott is elected to the chairmanship 
of the board, some time this fall, also as- 
sumed his new office only this morning. 

President Elliott did not visit the scene of 
the wreck, but directed operations by tele- 
phone from his offices in New Haven. He 
promised tonight that every effort possible 
would be made by the company to “ give full 
information to the public authorities and to 
the prees of all facts that may be developed.” 

Every officer and employé of the road is 
full of sorrow over the dreadful occurrence,“ 


Mr. Eillott sald. 


High Speed Blamed for Wreck. 

Acoording to Vice President Whaley of the 
New Haven, it would not have been possible 
at the speed the train was making for En- 
gineet Miller to have stopped within 1,600 
feet after he saw the signal. 

„ do not wish to place any blame on the 
engineer, sald Mr. Whaley, dut in view 
of the foggy conditions, a question to be 
determined is whether he was running too 
fast under the circumstances. There is no 
rule of the road which would require him to 
make up time and take a risk while running 
in a fog, and as far as I know he received 
no imetructions to make up me.“ ’ 


President Passes the Spot. 

Notwithstanding the order received from 
Commissioner McChord, warning against the 
destruction of the wreckage, President Wil- 
son, who passed through here at 9:50 tonight 
en reute from Cornish, N. H., to Washington, 
on the New Haven road, saw some of the 
wreckage being burned when his train passed 
the scene of the wreck. The president stood 
on the observation platform as his train 
moved slowly along and witnessed the clear- 
ing away of some of the débris. 


How the Wreck Occurred. 

It was just before 7 o’clock this morning 
when the first section of the White Mountain 
express, laden with returning vacationists, 
ran into the second section of the Bar Harbor 
express, filled with homegoers from the Maine 
coast resorts, a few miles north of New Ha- 
ven. - 

With so many thousands of persons feturn- 
ing from the northern resorts, all the trains 
coming from.that direction over the road 
were crowded Monday night. Many of the 
trains, including the Bar Harbor train and 
the White Moutain express, were split into 
two sections, This multiplication of the num- 
ber of trains further increased the difficulties 
of handling the traffic. - 

The second section of the Bar Harbor ex- 
press passed Wallingford at 6:43 a. m., ap- 
proximately eight minutes after the first 
section, according to the statement of C. I. 
Bardo, general manager of the road. This

Parents of Wanderer Make the 
Discovery After Nearly 
Twenty Hours. 


SEARCHERS, BUSY. 
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KEPT 


How it is possible for a 3 year old boy, 
having wandered away from home, to remain 
nearly twenty hours in a public institution, 
while his frantic parents telephoned that 
institution and were assured the boy had 
not been seen there, was given a practical 
demonstration on Monday and yesterday. 

Harold Hendee, flaxen haired and knee 
high to a grasshopper,”’ was the demon- 
strator. At about 3 o’clock on Monday 
afternoon he left his home at 1346 West Con- 
gress street to play in a vacant lot. Shortly 
afterward his mother went to the door and 
called for him, but received no answer. 

A search of the neighborhood failed to re- 
veal the boy’s whereabouts, and the parents 
notified the police of the Lake street station. 
It wae at first believed he had been kid- 
naped, as a stranger, described as having 
a red mustache and wearing a Panama hat, 
had been seen loitering in the neighborhood 
and talking to children. 


Organize Searching Party, 

Distracted by anxiety and worry, Harold's 
parents organized a searching party. Aided 
by the police, they walked the streets of the 
west side all night, in the hope of finding 
some clew. At midnight and at 5 o'clock yes- 
terday morning they called the county hos- 
pital, but were assured no such boy had 
been taken there and that all children of 
Harold’s age at the hospital were fully 
identified. 

Shortly before noon yesterday, however, 
word was brought to the Hendees that Har- 
old had been found. He had wandered to 
the hospital at about 4 o’clock on Monday 
afternoon, had beer taken in by the attend- 
ants, and had spent the night there.

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CONVICTS TODAY 
WORK AS FREE MEN 


Forty Will Leave Joliet Bars 
to Build Road in Open 
Country Near Dixon. 


OUT ON WORD OF HONOR. 


Joliet, III., Sept. 2.—[Special.]}—Forty men, 
who have entered a word of honor” con- 
tract with the state of Illinois, will walk out 
of the state penitentiary in Joliet shortly 
before 5 o'clock in the morning. They will 
be dressed in ordinary working clothes and 
will be smoking their pipes as they walk along 
the road—not in any form of line—not keeping 
step with one another—but walking as every 
day citizens on their way to their day’s work. 

The men will board a private electric train 
bound for Aurora. They will be accompanied 
by T. F. Keegan and Charles Hardy, former 
guards at the penitentiary, who have left 
their revolvers afld loaded canes behind them 
and willact as foremen. The men will change 
cars at Aurora for Dixon, III., where they 
will establish a camp near the tawn and 
commence work on Clay Hill road. The 
men are all convicts. 


Highway Chief to Aid. 


Keegan, an experienced road builder, will 
be manager of the camp, which will de lo- 
cated at Grand Detour. He will be assisted 
by Highway Commissioner M. F. Harvey of 
Ogle county. 

The convicts will remain there as long as 
the weather will permit. They will not wear 
clothes to mark them as felons, and on Sun- 
days they will have a change of suite and be 
allowed to receive visits from friends and 
relatives. No guards will accompany them 
and they will be strictly on honor. This Is 
the first work of the kind to be done by con- 
viets east of Colorado. Great interest is 
being taken in the experiment. 


Will Improve Country Scene. 

Gov. Dunne and Warden Allen expect this 
to be an epoch making event in Illinois pris- 
ons. The road to be built leads out of the 
historic old town of Grand Detour and is in 
Ogle county. 

The state engineers have mapped out a 
plan of action which will change the looks of 
the scenery in that immediate vicinity when 
they are done. They cut through the hill 
and a new course will take it through a piece 
of timber, making about a mile of new road. 
The camp will be at the bottom of the hill 
in a pasture owned by Will H. Andrus.

4] FIREMEN HURT 


Underground Blaze Gives De- 
partment Biggest Fight Since 
Stockyards Disaster. 


BATTLE INA CATACOMB 


Flames Subdued Only When Sub- 
merged in Underground 
Lake. 


STILL. FIGHTING AT MIDNIGHT 


At 1 o'clock this morning calcium spct- 
lights stood in the middle of State street, 
just south of Van Buren, playing on the most 
baffiing blazeless fire Chicago’s firemen can 
remember. | 

First Assistant Fire Marshal Tom O' con- 
nor then took a moment of rest for the first 
time since he began his labors at 11:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning. He poured a few quarts 
of water from his boots, coughed, and ree 
marked: | 

We eve got her conquered. This flre's out. 
It's put about 150 of our men out of business. 
At midnight I had sent forty-seven to the 
hospitals. A hundred more were laid out in 
the street unconscious, and that bunch of 
nine lung pumpers brought em to. 

We've pumped enough water in here to 
drown about half Chicago. We've never seen 
flame since early this morning. But the 
smoke, creeping upder four buildings, has 
put a crimp in our little fire department that“ 
it won't get over for some days.“ 


Heroes Save Many Lives, 

There's only one reason why nobody was 
killed. We've got the gamest little bunch of 
heroes on the Chicago department that ever 
faced the smoke of fire or smoke of 
They went down into those hell holes 
searched every foot of space for the men Wh 
hed fgiled to come back. And they found 
em. they lugged em out. Then, as 
as the dead ones came back to life 
grabbed a nogsle and went back in again.” 

The scene of the fire’s outbreak was thé. 
basement of a building at 488-448 State street} 
It was confined to basements. It spread into 
three adjoining basements. 

Huge Crowd Watches Battle. 

First and last during the day perhap@ 
a hundred thousand persons watched the 
battle. The windows of a department stor@ 
across the street were at a premium. 
fire began at the height of the midday sh 
ping hour. 

Only at ite inception was the fire visible 
above ground. The rest of the time the 
spectators merely saw firemen staggering 
from smoke shrouded buildings and carried 
away in automobiles after a little group had 
gathered around them. It wasn't much ofa 
spectacle, but as fire fighting Tom O’Connor 
says it was the biggest job since the stock- 
yard; fire. 

And,“ he added, 
boys stood by.” 


Battle with Invisible Fire. 

For the most part they were fighting an 
invisible and insidious enemy. On the west 
side of State street south of Van Buren are 
four buildings occupied above as lodging 
houses, below as saloons and stores. Under- 
neath are basement storerooms extending in 
one case as deep as thirty feet below the 
street level. These connect with the subway 
and gas main tunnels running across the 
street, forming a veritable catacomb. 

At all times after about noon there wasa 
solid body of water from five to eight feet 
deep directly over the fire. The blaze was 
beneath a floor, much of which cogsisted 
of mosaic tile. This left the firemen some- 
what in the position of pouring water into a 
swimming pool to fight a fire that burned 
beneath the floor of the pool. The only way 
to get the fire out was to keep pouring in 
water as fast as it ran off until it seeped 
through the basement floor. 

One hour after the alarm was sounded these 
basements and subways were charged chame 
bers full of illuminating gas. Six hours after 
the alarm was sounded they were a subter4 
ranean lake into which tons of water had 
been poured. 

„And we would have poured in the Whole 
lake, if necessary, was the fire marshall 
comment. 5 

Policeman Discovers Fire. 

The fire was discovered by Police 
James Mulcahey who, off duty, was stroili 
down Chicago's Bowery. He saw a wisp of 
smoke in front of the window of the New 
Century hotel, price 10, 20, and 30 cents, 

Being a real policeman, he turned in aw 
alarm on the second and investigated later, 
He found a few “day sleepers” still in theirt 
beds and routed them out. Then, with the 
assistance of Albert Chapman, clerk of the 
adjoining Central hotel, run by the Salvation 
army, he routed out the guests there. 

When the first fire company, No. 10, are 
rived they found Mulcahey, Chapman, anda 
small group investigating the cause of the 
smoke in the saloon below the two hotels, kept 
by Rothschild & Cohen. A burst of fame 
from a dumb waiter shaft leading from the 
basement sent them hurrying to the alarm

Lung Motors Arrive. 

Twenty-four fire companies, nine lung- 
motors, eight ambulances, and two police 
patrols arrived at Van Buren and State 
streets within the hour. The fire was at- 
tacked from the alley paralleling State street 
and from the front. It took but a few min- 
utes to confine the fire to the basements of 
the four buildings.. Then the battle began. 

In these basements were the storerooms 
for two saloons, three mercantile stores, and 
a restaurant. That under the Rothschild 
saloon alone contained sixty-eight barrels of 
whisky. The arrival of the fire at the whisky 
was signaled by an explosion which blew

C. A. of ©. Backs Up Coroner. 
Coroner Hoffman's campaign against the 
causes of automobile accidents will be sup- 
ported by the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce. George H. Whittie, chairman of the 
street traffic committee of the association, 
will confer with the coroner today. 

We will coéperate with Mr. Hoffman or 
any other organized agency to reduce auto- 
mobile accidents,’’ said Mr. Whittle. 
Howard Elting, president of the assocla- 
tion, indorsed Mr. Whittle’s determination. 
“Automobile tragedies are becoming en- 
tirely too common, he said. We find them 
chronicled on the first pages of the news- 
papers every morning.“ 

My idea,“ said the coroner, “-as I already 
have announced, is to enlist the ald of a dozen 
representative men, including Judge Fry of 
the Speeders’ court, and heads of automo- 
bile concerns and clubs, to cut. down the 
frightful. death list.“

Calls for Immediate Action, 
“The constantly recurring automobile 
smashups and consequent disastrous results 
to the occupants of the machines call for 
immediate action, said the coroner. ‘‘ lam 
not merely talking for effect, but am sin- 
cerely désirous of changing the present de- 
plorable condition which permits of sach 
accidenta. 

“I hope to have finished by Thursday a 
complete tabulation of accidents of all kinds 
and their causes to submit to the committee 
I have in mind. I would include in this list 
all classes of aecidents. My idea is to con- 
duct a campaign of education, also of re- 
straint. It should apply not only to the 
autobomile 2 and driver but to the 
pedestrian. I already have taken steps to 
save the lives of children. 

“I wrote Peter Reinberg, president of the 
school board, asking him to have charts 
displayed in all schoolrooms showing the 
children the danger of crossing streets any- 
where than at the intersection, and also 
warning them against stepping or running 
behind a street car, automobile, or other 
vehicle without looking for one approach- 
ing from the opposite direction.

section comprised a baggage car and ten 
Pullman sleepers. A local train, known as 
No. 821, was running ahead of the first sec- 
tion of the Bar Harbor train. 


Slow Train Holds Up Traffic. 

The stops made by the local train held up 
the through trains behind it and caused the 
automatic banjo signal at Talcott's cross- 
ing, where the wreck occurred, to be set 
against the second section of the Bar Har- 
bor train, which passed the signal at caution 
and stopped about fifty feet beyond it. 

When the Bar Harbor train passed the 
danger signal at the crossing it automatically 
opened the signal immediately behind it. 
7,455 feet to the north. However, a signal 
fifty feet behind the rear platform of the 
last car on the stalled train remained set 
against following trains. 

The first section of the White Mountain 
express passed Wallingford at 6:51 a. m., 
eight mingtes behind the other express. Its 
engineer, August B. Miller, said after the 
accident that the fog, which had been heavy 
over the flatlands and was only just begin- 
ning to lift, prevented his seeing that the 
signal at Talcott’s Crossing was set at dan- 
ger. When he finally did see it, it was too 
late. 


. Enginemen Stick to Posts. 

Miller and his fireman, Elbert A. Robert- 
son, stuck to their engine. The big Pacific 
type locomotive, a sister of the locomotive 
which figured in the Stamford wreck last 
spring, rammed its way through the last two 
Pullmans of the stalled train, taking along 
the frame of one vestibule on its own back 
and breaking up and throwing the rest of the 
two cars into the air. It merely gave the 
third a bump which sent it off the track to 
the west and toppled it over on its side and 
then the locomotive, teetering on its trucks, 
left the track by a few inches and stood still. 

There were about thirty men, women, and 
children in the last car of the Bar Harbor 
train, named the Chancellor, and twenty-two 
persons in the Kasota, the car just ahead of 
it. The Chancellor had brought its passen- 
gers from. Kineo, Me., the Kasota came from 
Portiand. The Chisholm, the third car from 
the rear, also carried about thirty passen- 
gers. 

The blow which the oncoming locomotive 
dealt the last two cars shot the persons in- 
side through the air to both sides. 


Passengers Tossed Into Fields. 

There was a melon patch just over a barbed 
wire fence to the west. Twenty or more per- 
sons, many of whom had been sleeping a 
moment before and were still in their night 
clothes, lay huddled in grotesque heaps about 
this field, thirty, forty, and fifty feet from the 
track. Other passengers. were tossed to the 
field at the other side of the track. 

A few were pinned under heaps of splin- 
tered wreckage but seemingly the greater 
part of the killed and injured were thrown 
clear of the piles of débris and lay on the 
ground, their backs or necks broken or their 
ekulls fractured. 

Few if any of the passengers in these two 
cars escaped death or serious injury. In 
the Chisholm, lying on its side in the ditch 
to the west of the track, nearly everybody 
was injured, but according to the stories 
collected from the survivors only two pas- 
sengers, both boys, were killed outright. 
These were William Altschul of Norfolk, Va., 
and Albert Green of New York, members 
of 4 party of forty boy campers returning 
from p Cobbessee at Monmouth, Me. 
Travelers in Other Coaches Unhurt. 
No one was injured in the remaining eight

cars of the Bar Harbor train and no one was 


injured in the White Mountain train, In the 
latter the passengers said they only felt a 
sudden jolt, which bumped the heads ef some 
of those. still in their berths against the end 
of the compartment. The engineer and fire- 
man, who stayed in their engine, were un- 
hurt. 

The passengers who were dressed and who 
piled off the sleepers to the front and rear 
of the smashed cars, said later in the day 
that a minute after the crash the stillness 
was uncanny. Here and there a man or a 
woman asked help of some rescuers; here and 
there sounded the cry ofachild. But 6 com- 
plete had been the destruction in the two 
cars which bore the brunt of the collision 
that there were few left to cry out. 


Aged Priest Comforts Dying. 

An aged priest, the Rev. Father N. C. Wall 
ef Daneville, N. T., who had been on the 
White Mountain train, went about giving the 
last rites of his church to the dying; train- 
men and other passengers ripped the mat- 
tresses and bedding from the sleepers and 
sought the injured. The boy campers in the 
Chisholm clambered out through the win- 
dows of the top side of their car and gamely 
helped in the work of rescue. 

The first rescue work was done by the train 
crews and passengers. Using mattresses 
from the sleeping cars as pea, they 
picked up the dead and badly hurt and 
ranged them in some sort of order in the 
melon patch and to the side of the track. 
Biankets were brought to cover them and 
those less badly hurt. A train hand ran to 
a neighboring house and telephoned the news 
of the wreck to New Haven.

MAY COMPEL STEEL COACHES. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 2—[Special.]— 
Legislation compelling the railroads to pro- 
vide steel passenger cars will be the result 
of the latest fatal wreck on the New Haven 
railroad, according to the prediction of inter- 
state commerce commission officials. 

The commission today ordered a search- 

ing investigation of the causes of the wreck. 
A few hours later Representative Britten of 
Illinois introduced in the house a resolution 
directing the commission to make such an 
investigation and report recommendations 
for legislation. As the commission already 
had actea under its authority, the resolution 
will not be passed. 
The Britten resolution recited that the 
wreck of today was the fourteenth on that 
road in the last two years, and that in these 
accidents 429 persons have been killed and 
injured. The resolution stated that the 
wrecks were either due to negligence and 
detective equipment or a desire to make 
dividends paramount to considerations of 
safety.””

Emilie Kennedy Davis, killed in the New 
Haven wreck, is the daughter of Dr. and 
Mrs. Charles N. Davis of 1835 Spruce street 
and Mise Harriet C. Biddle is a daughter of 
Mr and Mrs. Mercer Biddle of Torresdale.

GETS AID FROM EUROPE. 


Task of Administration Now Is 
to Assist Americans Leav- 
ing Country. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 2,.—[Special. }— 
There is a decidedly pessimistic feeling in 
official circles here today over the prospect 
of an agreement with the Huerta govern- 
ment in Mexico. 

Heretofore the president and Secretary 
Bryan have entertained the hope that the 
negotiations would result in an arrange- 
ment satisfactory to this government and 
to the Mexican people. A dispatch was re- 
ceived by the state department today from 
Special Commissioner John Lind, and while 
Secretary Bryan declined to make it public, 
to it is attributed the changed view enter- 
tained here. 

Moreover, the announcement in New York 
this morning that Huerta will meet the notes 
of the $10,000,000 Mexican loan of two years 
ago was regarded as a decisive irdication 
that he is not as badly off for tunde as the 
administration had been led to believe. 

That Huerta is hard put to it to find 
money, and that his situation is growing 
worse instead of better has been generally 
believed, but the news of the last few days 
indicate that his situation is not nearly so 
bad as it had been pictured. 


Huerta in Stronger Position, 

The indications are now that Huerta not 
only has emerged from the Lind negotiations 
in a stronger position than ever before at 
home, but that he enjoys a good deal of sup- 
port from the European governments that 
have recognized his government. 

The principal business of the state depart- 
ment with regard to Mexico now that the 
situation has become suspended is looking 
out for the American refugees who are try- 
ing to get out of Mexico in response to the 
president’s warning. , 

Americans with property in Mexico are 
being invited to make inventories of their 
possessions, seal them up, and deposit them 
with United States consulates. This is the 
precedure which has been followed by Ameri- 
cans abandoning property in Mexico for 
nearly two years. Secretary Bryan reit- 
erated the statements of the Taft admin- 
istration that the Mexican government will 
be held to account for any damages to prop- 
erty thus placed in charge of the consulates. 


House Approves Fund for Refugees. 

The house today incorporated in the de- 
ficiency bill the appropriation of $100,000 
asked for by Secretary Bryan to remove 
Americans from Mexico. 

Consul Lespinasse, at Tenosique, Mexico, 
reported to the state department that the 
seizure of a steamer by revolutionists had 
held up eight Americans who were ,ready 
to leave for the United States. The consul 
said he had made strong representations in 
behalf of his countrymen, and believed they 
would not be mistreated. 

Consul Canada reported from Vera Crug 
that a large number of Americans were plan- 
ning to embark for Galveston.

BLOW AT RAIL CONTROL. 


Attempt to Monopolize Mining and 


Hauling of Anthracite Charged. 
A 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 2 — Attorney Gen- 
eral MoRernold's ‘first and most important 
attack on the hard coal trust was begun 
here today with the filing of.a civil suit for 
the dissolution of the Reading company’s 
control of coal mining and coal carrying rall- 
roads the most potential combination in the 
anthracite fields, 

The Reading company with its subsidiary 
and allied corporations, including the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, and certain of their 
officers and directors, are charged with vio- 
lating. the Sherman anti-trust law and 
the commodities clause of the interstate com- 
merce act, in an attempt to mono e the 
production and transportation of anthracite. 

This combination, controlling at the pres- 
ent time 68 per cent of the entire unmined de- 
posits of anthracite and marketing about 30 
Per cent of the annual supply, will own or 
control in time, ff not dissolved, the attorney 
general warns, “ every ton of commercially 
available anthracite known to exist.“

Breakup of Combination Sought. 

The government asks the court to dissolve 
the Reading company’s control of the Cen- 
tral Railroad Company of New Jersey, of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railway com- 
pany, of the Philadelphia and Reading Coal 
and Iron company, of the Schuylkill Naviga- 
tion company, and of the Wilmington and 
Northern Railroad company. 

In asking these dissolutions Attorney Gen- 
eral McReynolds, who is averse to the pro- 
rata distribution of the stock of a dissolved 
trust as being inadequate, specifically 
urges that the stocks be disposed of under 
the supervision and direction of the court to 
persons not the ctockholders, or agents, or 
otherwise under the control or influence of 
the present owners. 


Charges Violation of Commerce Act. 

The commodities clause of the interstate 
commerce act, the government contends, is 
being violated by the Readng Railway com- 
pany in transporting the coal mined by the 
Reading Coal company, owned by the 
former; by the Central Railroad company 
of New Jersey in transporting the coal of 
the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal company, 
owned by the Central railroad, and by the 
Lehigh and Susquelianna Railroad company 
in carrying the coal mined by the Lehigh 
Coal and Navigation company, and by the 
Lehigh and New England Railroad company 
in transporting the coal of the Lehigh Coal 
and Navigation company: Injunctions 
against a continuance of these relationships 
are sought.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 2—[Special.]—An 
insistent demand for the modification of the 
goministration’s banking and currency bill 
was voiced this afternoon before the senate 
banking and currency committee by a com- 
mittee apopinted by the bankers’ conference 
at Chicago. ° 

Ide seven men comprising the bankers’ 
committee—James B. Forgan and George M. 
ney nolds of Chicago, Festus J. Wade of St. 
Louis, Joseph Chapman of Minneapolis, Bol. 
wexler of New Or „, and E J. Hill of 
Connecticut—appear before the senate 
committee as the representatives of their 
banks rather than as the spokesmen of the 
95,000 institutions which today form the bank- 
ing system of the United States. 

To them was confided the duty of present- 
ing the bankers’ objections to the adminie- 
tration's currency scheme in such effective 
fashion that there could, be no question as 
to the advisability of the adoption of the 
eharges they advocated. 


Only Two Members Heard. 

The committee hearing lasted three hours 
mis afternoon, and that length of time was 
not sufficient to enable a discussion of all 
the modifications which the bankers’ con- 
ference deemed essential ta the develop- 
ment of a safe and sound currency system.

What Mr. Forgan and Mr. Wexler said to 
the committee was sufficient to demonstrate 
that to the bankers of the country the ad- 
ministration’s currency bill is woefully de- 
fective and must be altered if there is to be 
provided the machinery essential for the pro- 
tection and promotion of the financial and 
business interests of the country. 

They made clear the bankers’ fear that if 
the bill as adopted by the Democratic caus 
cus of the house is ehacted it will permit of 
political influence in connection with the 
distribution of reserve funds unless the num- 
ber of regional reserve banks is reduced. 

They are of the opinion, also, that the bill 
as now drawn will defeat the objects of its 
frimers in that the provision which compels 
national banks to subscribe to the stock of 
the regional reserve banks will cause many 
institutions to change from national to 
state banks. Moreover, they insist the banks 
must have minority representation on the 
federal reserve board if the success of the 
new system is to be assured. 


Members of Committee Divided. 

In the views expressed by the bankers 
Senator O'Gorman of New York, the ranking 
Democratic member, seemed, by the nature 


way, did Senators Nelson of Minnesota and 
Weeks of Massachusetts, Republicans, while 
Senator Crawford of South Dakota, pro- 
gressive Republican, was especially con- 
cerned with the prospective situation of the 
country bankers under the proposed legis- 
lation. 

Senators Owen of Oklahoma, Shafroth of 
Colorado, Pomerene of Ohio, and Reed of 
Missouri indicated a purpose to defend the 
principles of the measure as approved by 
President Wileon. 

The bankers declared their belief that the 
best system that could be created would be 
through the establishment of a single central 
teserve bank with many branches through- 
out the country, instead of twelve or more 
tfegional reserve banks, as provided for in 
the bill, At the same time they practically 
admitted they do not expect their views in 
this respect to prevail, since they request 


equitable basic. 
“These are,” -he continued, the banks’ 


of the community who sup- 


amount of cash they hold. The banks, real- 


izing this, undertake to strengthen their po- 
sition by increasing their cash holding, 


which, however, no one of them can accom- 


plish without to the same extent decreasing 
the cash holding of some other bank. What 
is necessary is to establish a system whereby 
this public method of estimating the strength 
of the banks will be changed from measuring 
their solidity by the amount of lawful money 
they carry to basing their estimates on the 
facilities possessed by the bank for promptly 
getting either lawful money or a circulating 
medium that will for all practical purposes 
pass current in public estimation as being 
as good as lawful money. 

This, it is believed, could be accomplished 
by consolidating a sufficient amount of the 
lawful money reserves of the banks in a 
central institution which would deal directly 
with the banks. It would be necessary that 
such an institution should have the right to 


protect its own gold reserves and those of 
all the banks for which it acts by issuing a 


circulating medium protected by an adequate 
gold réserve and covered by the commercial 
assets it would acquire from the banks 
against the circulating medium with which 
it supplies them. 

“That one institution, with a sufficient 
number of branches scattered over the coun- 
try, would more effectually perform these 


functions than a greater number seems to 


us an inevitable conclusion, 
Would Divide Regional Reserves. 


It would be practical to meet the require- 
ments of the various districts into which the 
country is divided through properly equipped 
branches even more efficiently than they 
could be met through separate regional in- 
stitutions. The establishing of a number of 
such institutions would divide the consoli- 
dated cash reserves of the banks into as 
many different ownerships as there are sep- 
arate institutions. 

“ As no individual bank can now increase 
ite gold or lawful money without to the same 


extent decreasing the gold or lawful money 


of some other bank, so would these regional 
institutions. No one of them could strength- 
en its cash reserve without drawing them 
from and depleting to the same extent the 
reserves of another. 

On the other hand. one central institution 
with branches could distribute the gold or 
lawful money reserves over the country as 
circumstances might call for without change 
of ownership... Chicago. could, be, supplied 
with money for New York without publicly 
attracting attention to the fact that New 
York reserves had been decreased and Chi- 
cago'’s increased by the transaction. 


Regional Banks as Rivals, 

“The published statement of the one in- 
stitution would simply show that it owned 
so much more gold in Chicago and so much 
less in New York, while its percentage of 
cash on hand to total abilities would not 
necessarily be changed at all. This would not 
be the case if the Chicago institution were 
entirely separate and distinct from the New 
York tution. 

“In time of financial. stress, when each 
regional institution would be husbanding its 
resources for the benefit of its own constitur 
ents, an undesirable and awkward situation 
might be produced. Such a condition would 
be intensified in direct ratio to the number of 
regional institutions established. 

„A practical reason why it would be wiser 
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than the following minimum amounts: New | 
York, $25,000,000; Chicago, $20,000,000; St. 
Louis, $15,000,000; San Francisco, $10,000,000; 
New Orleans, $10,000,000; Philadelphia, $10, - 
000,000; Boston, $10,000,000, and five others in 
different parts of the country at $5,000,000 
each, making a total of $105,000,000. 

This would require, he said, $20,000,000 
more than would be provided if every exist- 
ing national bank should become a sub- 
scriber. 


Questioned by Shafroth. 

Senator Shafroth of Colorado inquired of 
Mr. Forgan if it were not a fact that the Bank 
of England and all Duropean central banks 
did not permit active bankers to serve on 
their boards of directors. Mr. Forgan ad- 
mitted the Bank of England did not permit 
any directors of chartered banks on its board, 
but pointed out that there are six directors 
of the Bank of England who are representa- 
tives of some of the largest private banking 
institutions in the world. 

This discussion, which arose in connection 
with Mr. Forgan’s statement that the bank- 
ers desire three of the seven places in the 
federal reserve board, was pursued by Sena- 
tor Shafroth at every opportunity. 

His contention finally was established, 
though at the game time it was pointed out 
to him that the system proposed for the Unit- 
ed States is essentially different from that of 
the Bank of Ungland, in that the American 
bankers will be required to subscribe to the 
stock of the federal reserve banks. 

Do you think the banks would prefer a 
single central bank even with government 
control? Senator O'Gorman asked. 

I think they would prefer a single central 
bank even in that case, the Chicago banker 
replied. | 


Would Not Divide Reserves. 

Perhaps the most striking statement in this 
connection was made by Mr. Wexler when he 
was under examination. 

“If you have one central bank associa. 
on.“ he observed, which would be able to 
mobilize all the reserves it would have the 
greatest gold reserve in the world. We would 
have the strongest banking power in. the 
world. In ten years France and England 
would be insignificant in comparison to us, 
but if you scatter this among twelve institu- 


„tons you are bound to have competition 


among them and each will be comparatively 
insignificant.” | 

“I am in favor of a government controlled 
dank. Mr. Wexler added, but I believe the 
bankers should have representations on the 
board of control.“ 

Mr. Wexler gave the following illustration 
of his contention that it would be much safer 
to have one central reserve bank instead of 
twelve regional reserve banks. 5

ARRESTED FOR $676,000 THEFT 


Several Pearls Recovered When 
Five Men. Are Captured. 


RESULT OF A LONG SEARCH. 


Scotland Yard Solves Mystery of Big 
Rebbery from the Mails. 


[BY CABLE TO TH® CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Sept. 2.—Five men were arrested 
here today for the theft of the famous 
$675,000 pearl necklace which was shipped by 
registered mail from Paris to a jeweler named 
Meyers of this city some time ago, and for 
which the police of Paris, London, Berlin, 
Vienna, and other cities have been searching 
for several weeks. 

The five were arraigned in Bow street court, 
where four of them were charged with hav- 
ing stolen the necklace and the other was 
detained as a witness; Some of the pearis 
were recovered. 8 

One of the prisoners, a jeweler of Hatton 
Garden named Joseph Grizard, was captured 
at his place of business. 

Three others, who gave the names of 
Lockett, Silverman, and Guttworth, were 
caught after having been tracked by the 
detectives. They resisted arrest and gave 
the police a hard fight. 


HERRON FOR M’REYNOLDS’ AID. 


Brother-in-Law of Taft, and Democrat, 
Will Replace Assistant Attorney 
General Harr. 


Washington, D.“ C., Sept. 2.—({8pecial.)— 
Willam C. Herron, an assistant attorney 
in the department of justice who is in charge 
of the government litigation affecting the 
flow of the sanitary canal of Chicago and the 
Sag channel construction, is to be promoted 
to the position of assistant attorney general. 

Mr. Herron is a brother-in-law of former 
President Taft, at whose request he was 
appointed to the department of justice by 
Attorney General Wickersham. But Mr. Her- 
ron is a Democrat and is said never to have 
voted for his brother-in-law as a matter of 
political principle.

TELLS OF SECRET ROOM. 


Former Stenographer for Mul- 
hall Says MeMichael Gave 
Key to Her. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. G., Sept. 2.—-[Special. }— 
John A. McDermott of New York, manager 
of the organization bureau of the United 
States Brewers’ association, denied before 
the Garrett committee of the house today 
that he ever had influenced Representative 
James T. McDermgtt, the union labor Dem- 
ecrat from Chicago. 

He denied he had contributed $2,000 te the 
campaign fund of Represntative McDermott 
in 1910 as a reward for the latter's support 
of Speaker Cannon in the rules fight in 1909. 
He asserted that his organization took no 
part in the struggle over the rules of the 
house. 

McDermott said his association never has 
contributed to the campaign funds of con- 
gressmen and explained that the 6500 he gave 
to Representative McDermott in the 1912 pri- 
mary campaign was a personal donation. 
The meeting of Representative McDermott 
and George D. Horning, a Washington pawn- 
broker, with himself in the brewery associa- 
tion office in 1911 was described by the wit- 
ness as purely accidental. He admitted the 
pending loan shark bill was discussed, but 
said it was merely an incident of the con- 
versation. 


Supports “Secret Room” Story.. 
Mrs. Irene M. Klasse, a clerk in the depart- 
ment of agriculture, who was Mulhall’s ste- 
nographer for three months when he used the 
“ secret room in the capitol, corroborated 
Mulhall’s testimony. She said she had gone 
there almost daily for three months in the 
summer of 1911, had taken dictation there and 
transcribed her notes at her boarding house, 
and had been given a key to the room by Mc- 
Michael. She. testified that on one occasion 
while Mulhall was dictating McDermott en- 
tered the room and she was sent out while 
McDermott talked to Mulhall.

Eastern Man Says Income Tax 
Plan Is Unjust to New York. 


WANTS EXEMPTION LOWER. 


Illincisan Claims Bich. Dodge Pay- 
ments Due te the State. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 2.—An appeal by 
Senator Root for justice to the people of 
New York in the levying of the income tax 
and a reply by Senator Lewis of IiMnois, who 
said the chosen few of wealth should be made 
to pay for the benefits of government, marked 
today’s tariff debate in the senate. 

Senator Root said his state, which paid so 
large a proportion of the civil war income 
tax, had voluntarily surrendered ite consti- 
tutional protection against unfair taxation on 
the conviction that the wisdom of self-control 
and moderation would stay the other states 
from combining to heap upon it the burden 
of taxation. : : 

He said that the men on whom the income 
tax would fall were those on whom New 
York depended as the sourve for meeting its 
great yearly expenses. He attacked the 
$3,000 exemption as relieving the agricultural 
mates from the burden of taxation, and ad- 
vocated a $1,000 exemption. 


Reply Made by Lewis. 
Senator Lewis said New York bad failed 
notably to make its rich men bear their 
share of the burden of government and that 
in accordance with the growing idea that 
where the states had failed to act the federal 
government must act for them, he was ready 
to make the rich pay. He said Senator Root 
himself had preached this doctrine when sec- 
retary of state. 

Who are the people of New York for whom ; 
the senator is so solicitous?’’ the INinojs sen- 
ator inquired. ‘ Are they those who breed 
around Wall street and flock to the Waldorf- 
Astoria? Are they those whose names are 
seldom found on the assessors’ lists; but who 
hover around the Mediterranean in the sum- 
mer and the islands of the Caribbean in the 
winter? Are there no poor and humble i> 
his state? Why should the senator ask that 
my people should be exempt from the bur- 
den of government? 

The object of democracy is not to make 
illegal war on legal wealth, but legal war on 
illegal wealth. eW hear talk of war with 
Mexico. Who would be the first to hasten 
to this capital to have the army and navy 
sent out? It would be ‘my people,’ who would 
want the farmer's son sacrificed to protect 
their property and to prevent invasion of the 
country. Let them pay for the great benefits 
of government which they enjoy, and let not 
all the burden be placed on the helplesp that 
they may become the hopeless, too.“ 


Two Amendments Beaten. 
Several items passed over on the firat read- 
ing of the bill were agreed to during the 
closing hours of today’s session. The Norris 
amendment to free list substitutes for coffee, 
and one by Senator Jones te remove the duty 
from jute bags for grain exports, were de- 
feated. 

Tonight the senate Democrats caucused te 

undertake final disposition of various dis- 
puted sections of the bill that had been re- 
ferred back to the finance committee. 
It was decided to leave to the committee's 
judgment all matters referred back for fur- 
ther consideration. except the income tax 
section, the cotton futures amendment, the 
Kenyon amendment to put all articles pro- 
duced by trusts on the free list and certain 
administrative features of the bill.

A DISGRACE TO THE CITY. 

An out of routine visit to the South Clark 
street jail by Judge Mahoney revealed such 
conditions that the judge liberated thirty- 
two men, minor offenders, on their promise 
to appear voluntarily in court before him. 
On a day of intense heat the judge found 
seven and eight men locked in one cell. 

Conditions in the jajl of the Fiftieth street 
police station apparently are no better. 
mah who stayed for thirty-eight bours n 
a station cell to test a city ordinance which 
he considers unjust had not been able to 
sleep a minute because of the rats, bugs, and 
vermin in the cell. The cell in the Fiftieth 
street station was characterized by the citi- 
zen as the nastiest, dirtiest, worst ventilated 
place that he ever saw. “ That jail is hor- 
rible,” the judge said. a 

One does not exactly look to jail cells for 
great comfort or convenience. There is, on ; 
the other hand, no reason why a jail should 
literally jeopardize the life of people by 
crowding them seven or eight into a cell or 
making it impossible for men to go to asleep 
eafely instead of being kept awake by a 
procession of rats. 

Conditions in the county jafl were ex- 
posed recently, with the result that much | 
of the congestion and overcrowding was 
eliminated. It is time, too, for a house 
cleaning in the local jails. 


COMMERCIALIZED PLAY. 

In the presence of 8,000 men and women 
and 2,000 children six steers were hoisted 
up on a platform in one of Chicago’s amuse- 
ment parks on a Sunday night and were 
there slaughtered, skinned, and dismem- 
bered in record time. The “ butcher con- 
test was offered up as “ amusement” to 
the 10,000 persons by the management of the 
park. It was advertised weeks ahead and 
drew a crowd, 

Many of those who witnessed this re- 
markable amusement feature” were bitter 
in their denunciation of the management of 
the park. The spectacle, they said, was 
revolting. It was unfit for a civilized com- 
munity. Few people, indeed, will disagree 
with this sentiment. 

For years we have looked on at the com- 
mercialization of play with indifference. 
Dancing in time past has been a healthful, 
pleasant, and wholesome amusement. 
Today dancing, in the poorer sections of the 
big cities, has become synonymous with de- 
bauchery and immorality. Why? Because 
men of low character have commercialized 
dancing and made the dance hall an adjunct 
to the saloon, to the drink selling business. 
The same is true of the moving picture the- 
aters. In themselves “ the movies” may be 
made of high value as an educational aid. 
Commercialized by unscrupulous men the 
moving picture theater is too often exer- 
cising a hurtful and depraving influence. 

The public has not been in ignorance re-

For four years pas‘, Chicago has t} 
quired the quality of the gas to meet the 
double standard of twenty-two cand 
power and 600 British thermal units 
Daily tests in four city owned and com 
ducted gas testing laboratories show that 
Chicago gas averages better than twenty 
three candle power and better than 6 
5. T. U., tested, on the average, mor 
than two ‘miles from the works. Accor 
ing to such reports from other cities # 
reach this office, no city has any bigher 
heating value artificial gas than Chicag 
and few anywhere equal it. 

As to the cost for use in gas engines 
is probable that a heat unit in Chie 
gas costs no more than in Toronto, 
cheap coal in Chicago and local con 
tions may be against the use of gas @ 
gines. Incidentally, the comparison @ 
the cost of operating a gas engine with 
gas range, when no check is given on fie 
actual work of each, is absolutely many 
ingless. 

From the above it may be seen that 
Chicago is fully abreast of the times is 
obtaining gas of good heating value.

HANGS WITH HEAD DOWN. 


Aviator Says Rush of Blood to 
Brain Is Only Peril in 
His Stunt. 


' 


VERSAILLES, Sept. 2.—The thrilling 
maneuver of turning a somersault in the air 
with an aeroplane flying at à rapid speed was 
repeated today by the French aviator, Pe- 
goud, over the aerodrome at Buc. 

Pegoud had promised that his perform- 
ance at Juvisy yesterday was not the result 
of an accident but was a proof of proper 
control and also of the stability of the aero- 
plane. He carried out the daring feat with 
apparent ease again today. 

My experiments are not finished,” Pe- 
gund said later. “I want to show that it 
is possible for an aeroplane to turn over head 
first, then tail first, and then sideways witb- 
out disaster. If my experiments demon- 
strate, as I am convinced they will, that 


security may be attained in an aeroplane, 
I will be satisfied.” 


Ascends to 3,000 Feet. 

Before rising Pegoud indftated the part of 
the sky from which he would begin to fly 
with his head downward. He then rose in 
a spiral to a height of 8,000 feet. There he 
turned his aeropiane into a vertical position 
and drove down toward the earth like an 
arrow. When he had descended to an alti- 


tude of 1,500 feet he began with his machine 
to describe a vast letter 8. 


The wheels of the aeroplane were visible 
sticking upward in the middle of the °° 
while Pegoud could be seen hanging with his 
head down. The aviator sailed along in this 
position for about fifty seconds. Then his 
craft, with a great sweeping curve, came 


with the aviator head upward. 


Runs on Quarter Speed, 

He said the motor was rurining at only 
Quarter speed while the aeroplane was up- 
side down. 

“The machine was completely under my 
control,” he ‘continued. “I could have 
flown farther in the reversed position, but 
no object was to be attained by doing so. 
Besides, hanging downward for a long time 
brings the blood to the head and would 
cause inconvenience.’’

Roger C. Would Substitute Busi- 
ness Manager’ for Mayor. 


HINTS GATHERED ABROAD. 


Democratic Leader Points to, Berlin 
as Model City. 


Roger C. Sullivan, chief of Cook county's 
** rogulear ’’ Democracy, is home from a three 
morths’ tour of South America and Europe. 
His girth is narrowed by the loss of twenty- 
five pounds. He also appears to have shed 
about ten years on the trip. 

Mr. Sullivan was welcomed by members 
of nis family and political friends when he 
stepped from the Twentieth Century Limited 
at 6:45 a. m. yesterday. In the receiving 
party were Mrs. Sullivan, who, with her 
daughter Virginia, had preceded him a day, 
and all the Sullivan children and grandcail- 
dren. The latter received first attention. 

Escorting the leader from New York, where 
forty of the faithful met him, were George 
E. Brennan, chief lieutenant; County Clerk 
Robert M. Sweitzer; Deputy Controller Frank 
Ryan, Judge M. L. McKinley, and Boetius 
Sullivan, the boss’ only son. Former Mayor 
John P. Hopkins, Sullivan's traveling com- 
Daz. ion, remained in the east to visit Buffalo, 
his old home, 


Tells What He Learned Abroad. 

Breaking Away from relatives and admir- 
ers, Mr. Sullivan hastened to his office. It 
there developed during an interview with 
newspaper men that the political chief had 
cultivated the smoking of gold tipped cig- 
arets while abroad. He also hatched several 
ideas on how to run a city government. 

The mayor’s chair is an obsolete orna- 
ment,“ he declared. What Chicago needs 
is a city manager—an efficiency expert. Ber- 
lin has set the pace for other great munici- 
palities to follow, and the experiment, so 
far as I could observe, is a success. 

“In lighting and street cleaning Berlin 
leads the world. Chicago may learn much 
from the German metropolis. Understand 
me, I am not ‘knocking’ Chicago, because 
I think it the finest and greatest city, bar 
none, and I am glad to be home, you can bet; 
but as great as we are, we may learn from 
the success of others in certain lines.” 

Then Mr. Sullivan dwelt for a moment on 
woman suffrage. The action at Springfield 
occurred during his absence. 

“The granting of the vote to women in 
Illinois was inevitable and is welcome so far 
as I am concerned,” he said. 


Calls Subway a Necessity. 

Skipping back to municipal afiairs, Mr. 
Sullivan had a word of praise for Chicago's 
street railways and then added that a com- 
prehensive subway is a necessity. 

* Chicago's harbor also should be rushed 
to completion so that congestion in the river 
as well as on the streets may be relieved as 
quickly as possible,“ he said. 

The only subject eschewed by Mr. Sullivan 
was politics. He refused to discuss patron- 
age or anything akin to it until he has had 
time to study the situation. His smile did 
broaden, however, when it was remarked the 
president had withheld Illinois appointments 
during his absence.

Civil Service Commission Re- 
port Criticises Outlay 
for Selaries. 


POINTS. CHANCE TO. SAVE. 


Had Made Recommendation. on 
Basis of Wages Paid by 
Business Houses. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Im a statistical appendix to the report of 
the county civil service ssion, which 
was made public yesterday, it is pointed out 
the merit board believes the county board 
wasted $500,000 in salaries this year. - 

The report asserts the commission, with 
an appropriation of $1,500, made a classifica- 
tion of all county positions and assigned sal- 
aries to each. It is explained that when the 
character of the work was ascertained the 
priee paid for that kind and quality et em- 


ployment in private business houses was 


made the basib. This was recommended as 
the minimum salary for the position to the 
county board and 20 per cent additional as the 
maximum price. 


„ Shows Two-Thirds Overpaid. 

The tabulation indicated, according to the 
commission, that about one-third of the posi- 
tions in the county service were underpaid 
and about two-thirds were overpaid. 

The report asserts that if the program of 
the commission had been carried out the 
county would have made a saving of $500,000 
on salaries this year. But that program was 
not followed. 

The activity of the present commission is 
shown by the figures on examinations. 

When the present commissioners assunied 
their duties on March 1 last it is asserted 
there were 462 temporary employés, which 
means there were that many positions for 
which no examinations had been held: 


Temporary Appointments Reduced. 

At present, the report says, only 147 tem- 
porary appointments exist. During the last 
six months a total of eleven examinations 
have been held. For these 5,061 filed applica- 
tions and 4,245 took the tests. Only 1,181 
passed. 

During the entire twelve months of 1912 
forty-six examinations were held, with only 
1.410 applications and 1,120 persons who 
passed. The number of examinations in 1911 
was forty-five, and in 1919, fifty-three. For 
1909 the numebr is not given, and in 1908 
there were ten. 


JUDGE PUTS NEW RULE IN FORCE 


Brentano Assigns Criminal Cases, Ex- 
ercising Power Taken from State’s 
Attorney Hoyne. 


Chief Justice Brentano of the Crimina! 
court yesterday started in operation the new 
rule under which he is empowered to assign 
cases for trial before the judges of the Crim- 
inal court. 

This authority, which in former years be- 
longed to the state's attorney, was taken 
away from State’s Attorney Maclay Hoyne 
at a meeting of the judges more than a month 
ago, when the new rule was passed. 

The passage of the new rule resulted when 
Daniel Moriarity, county commissioner. in- 
vestigated the jail and found numbers of 
prisoners waiting month after month for 
trial during the hot season. 

“There are about 125 men in jai! at the 
present time awaiting trial and it is my in- 
tention to dispose of their cases first before 
I take up the bail cases,” said Judge Bren- 
tano. 


BORED BY “SEPTEMBER MORN.” 


Zoo Much Free Advertising, Declares 
Mayor Harrison, Wearying of 
Further Argument. 


There will be no more free advertising of 
September Morn or belligerent art firms, 
so far as Mayor Harrison is concerned, he

N the harbor of London the great 

Royal Albert, Royal Victoria, and 
Tilbury docks—twenty-two miles down 
river from London bridge—receive the 
ocean liners of from 20,000 to 80,000 tons. 
The smaller ships go on up the river and 
about half of them anchor in midstream 
and are unloaded into lighters and barges. 
At low tide there is twenty-six feet of 
water at Tilbury, which gradually shoals 
down to only fourteen feet at London 
bridge. Twice a day the flood tide runs 
in and adds more than twenty fect of wa- 
ter to these depths. 

With little use for steam or other pow- 
er, the loaded lighters are carried by the 
tide as far as fifteen miles up the river, 
dropping down again on the ebb tide to 
where the liners and rusty brown tramp 
ships lie at anchor. More than 8,000 ships 
each year use these free anchorages 


in the river and pay no harbor dues ex- 


cept a small fee to the government. 

The swarm of busy lighters and barges 
on the Thames—there are more than 10, 
000 in the service, ranging in capacity 
from 70 to 200 toné—esuggests a like pos- 
sibility for Chicago. 


outer harbor is completed, may not great 


freight boats lie there and distribute and 
collect their cargoes by lighters, running 
far up the several branches of the Chica- 
go river, delivering and collecting freight 
at the docks of factories and other in- 
dustries along its banks? Such lighters 
can be easily constructed so that they 
will pass under: the bridges without mak- 
ing it necessary to lift them. Lighters in 
the Chicago river would, of course, lack 
the help of the rising and falling tides, 
but if it is now possible to send freight 
from Chicago to Milwaukee to be loaded 
on a boat, the cost of lightering down the 
river should be a minor consideration. 
— 
HE other half of the shipping which 
steams up the Thames is taken care of 
ih small docks and basins which are connect- 
ad with the river by Jocks, so that the 
depth of water in them is not affected 
by the tides. These basins are surround- 
ed by warehouses, into which the cargoes 
can be directly unloaded. 

The connection between the riverside 
docks and the railroads in London is not, 
on the whole, good. The great new docks, 
like those at Tilbury, which, until the re- 
cent awakening, were privately owned, 
have railroad tracks along their entire 
frontage, with switching yards behind 
them, but the bulk of the freight is handled 
by barges, running-directly to warehouses 
and factories far up the river, and by 


trucks. 


In Chicago the only provision for rail- 
road connection with the new outer har- 


bor is by means of the tracks of the Chi- 


cago and Northwestern railread running 
along North Weter street te the lake.

EN years ago the merchants of Lon-

monopoly which should own and manage 
all the property in the public interest.

struct such improvements as it may think 
necessary. 

By arbitration the huge sim of $120,- 
000,000 was allowed for the docks already 
bailt, while the 320 wharves then in pri- 
vate ownership were valued at $65,000,000 
additional. The management of the har- 
bor trust was put in the hands of twenty- 
four men, a majority of them elected by 
the shippers, vessel owners, and others 
directly interested in the shipping of the 
port. 

Instead of issuing city bonds to cover 
the cost, and making the interest on these 
bonds a tax against the general public, 
the harbor bonds are secured by the value 
of the property they are issued to pay for 
and the interest is paid out of the earn- 
ings of the port. The plan is not to run 
the harbor as a moneymaking investment, 
but to pay only 3 per cent interest and 
to give the tery best service possible, 60 
that the whole community may be bene 
fitted. If the harbor earnings should not 
be sufficient to pay the 3 per cent inte 
est the bond owners may apply for 8 re 
ceiver, in which case the city of London 
may step in and make up the deficit out 
of taxes or order that the charges against 


vessels using the harbor be increased. 
—— 


“HIS “harbor trust” plan has been 
generally adopted in the construc- 


tion and management of British harbors. 
It is a sort of legally enforced monopoly, 
interested in the 
handling of shipping puts his property 
into a commen pot, which is managed in 
the public interest by a special commis- 
sion largely elected by the same people. 
The members of these commissions are 
unpaid, but an election to one of them is 
regarded as the greatest honor which can 
come to a man in business life. 

Thus at Liverpool, where at a cost of 
$150,000,000, one of the finest harbors in 
the world has been built, not one cent has 
been contributed towards the cost by either 
the national government or by the city. 
The money has been raised and the in- 
terest on bonds paid by the harbor trust, 
which has an absolute monopoly on all 
dockage and wharfage, and, as long ago as 
1907, had an annual income - of $7,000,000 
from dues paid by vessels entering the 
harbor. Here, with’ a daily high tide 
which rises thirty-one feet and with the 
Mersey river pouring a constant flood of 
silt out on to its submerged delta, a chan- 
nel thirty-one feet deep at low tide is kept 
constantly open and there are docks large 
enough to handle ships longer than any 
which have yet been built. 

In Germany, where harbor development 
has been even greater and more general 
than in Great Britain, docks,. wharves, 
warehouses, and all the machinery for 
handling freight are owned by the cities. 
But the story of how inland German cities 
even with less than half a million popula- 
tion, have fairly carved their harbors out 
of the dry land. deserves to stand by E

moments of exquisite discomfort. He got 
into trouble at the first hole and took seven 
and for a long time could do nothing quite 
right. He took 45 to turn, two more fives 
for the tenth and eleventh. Then, as on Mon- 
day, he pulled himself together and began 
to hole long putts. 

He arrived at the eighteenth tee wanting 
three for an 82, which represented glorious 
fighting with his back against the wall. On 
the last tee he had to wait a long time while 
Byers, in front of him, delved with his niblick 
in a deep pit to the left of the green. The 
spectacie must have had some horrible mes- 
meric effect on him for he put his ball into 
this very same bunker. 

It is a cruel bunker, with precipitious sides 
and many deep footprints at the bottom.

Eleven Tie for Ten Places.

® Bad Mistake by Schmidt.
